Parents’ anger at police for giving kids a telling off 


A SKATEBOARD row has erupted on an 
Axminster estate. 

A group of parents says police should have spoken to 
them, and not their children, when acting on a complaint. 
But police say officers made nothing more than a polite 
request for the children to stop skateboarding down a 
pavement. And a resident has come forward to back police, 
saying the children’s skateboarding is dangerous. 

Axminster police had received a complaint about 
skateboarding on Cherry Tree Road and its pavements. 
Two officers patrolled the area on Thursday, November 
26th and came across a group of kids, two of them going 
down the road on skateboards at considerable speed. 

According to police, the children were advised to stop as 
they were putting themselves and other members of the 
public at risk. That was the end of story as far as police 
were concerned. But parents of the children reacted angrily 
and said they should have been contacted. 

Sarah Farrant and Angela Han kin live in Cherry Tree 
Road and their boys, aged nine and 10 respectively, were 
part of the group. 

Angela said: “My son was crying at the door. He has 
never spoken to police before. They were told they were 
not allowed to use their boards on the pavement anymore 
and should go to the skatepark when it is up and running. 

“But we try to keep them very much in our sight, so that 
is contradictory to what we say.” 

Richard Payne also lives in the road and his daughter was 
part of the group. He said: “I find it pathetic that somebody 
complained to police and didn’t have the balls to speak to 
the parents. 

“I know they [police] have to act on people calling up but 
they went about it the wrong way. They could have 
knocked on my door instead of using bully-boy tactics.” 

Speaking to Pulman’s View approximately seven hours 
after the incident, both Sarah and Angela denied they had 
over-reacted. 

Anglea said: “No. At the end of the day they [the kids] 
are minors and they [police] should have come to the 
parents — and so should the people who complained.” 

Sarah didn’t deny the speedy skateboarding but said 
children have to play somewhere, and added: “We were 
roller-booting down the road when I was young.

“If you move into an area like this, you should expect that 
children will be playing.” 

Another resident, who wished to remain anonymous, said 
police officers were right to act because the skateboarding 
is an accident waiting to happen. 

The resident said the complaint lodged with police was a 
joint one by a number of unhappy residents. 

The resident admitted they had not spoken to the parents 
but believed that some residents had told children not to 
play on their drives to no avail. 

Sergeant Peter Trudgeon, of Axminster police, said: 
“PCSO Trott and I attended the location. 

“We saw two boys sat on their skateboards travelling at 


speed down a pavement. 

“After shouting to get their attention, both boys were 
spoken to. They were asked not to skateboard on the 
pavements or the roads as it was dangerous to not only 
themselves but other members of the public. 

“No details were taken of the boys as it was merely a 
polite request. If the parents of the boys involved wish to 
speak to me about the incident, then please contact me at 
Axminster Police Station.”

THE men who entered 
Kilmington Cross Services 
completely naked could be issued 
with an £80 fine each for 
disorder.

Flood area 
funds bid 
for survey 


RESIDENTS of flood-prone 
Purzebrook have cautiously 
welcomed East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) proposals. 

As previously reported, Purzebrook 
properties in Musbury Road, 
Axminster, were damaged by flood 
water in November — and not for the 
first time. 

Calls for action were repeated and 
EDDC had an officer on site last 
week. 

In short, the authority will contact 
Devon County Council, the 
Environment Agency and South West 
Water with a view to apply for 
funding for a camera survey of the 
culvert system. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: 
“Before any remedial work can be 
done, it is important to establish 
where the pinch points are in the 
system and whose land those parts of 
the system occupy. 

“We may then be able to draw up a 
strategy showing what needs to be 
done and who is responsible.” 

Affected residents have since been 
asked what they think of the idea. 

Morrison Brown said: “It depends 
on how quick they work. This should 
have been done years ago.” 

His neighbour, Andrew Moy, met 
with the EDDC officer and described 


it as a very useful meeting, saying: 
“I’m extremely pleased he came to 
visit. He is the first one to actively 
engage since last year. We hope this is 
the begining of a process that will lead 
to an action plan.” 

He did, however, express concern 
about the funding element as he 
understands the survey cost is about 
£500 — an amount he feels should be 
made available straight away without 
the need for an application process. 

Errol Thornhill, who lives on the 
other side of the road, added: “Yes, we 
would welcome any effort to relieve 
our plight.” 

But he felt the proposed plan would 
partly cover old ground as at least one 
answer sought by EDDC is already 
known. 

He explained: “We already know 
where the main pinch point is, on the 
drive next to our house.” 

The council spokesperson expressed 
optimism by saying: “The 

recommendations of the Pitt Review, 
which followed serious flooding in 
Gloucestershire in 2007, are shortly to 
go before Parliament in the form of 
the Flood and Water Management 
Bill. 

“This should make it a lot clearer 
who takes overall responsibility for 
co-ordinating flood relief works.”

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GOVERNMENT’S 
GREEN PROJECT 
SCRUBS UP WITH 
CASH INJECTION

SCRUB clearance is top of the 
action list for the Horner Hill 
turbary in Stockland thanks to a 
cash injection. 

A funding agreement was recently 
signed for work already underway in 
parts of Stockland parish to transfer 
selected areas of dense scrubland into 
wildlife havens of purple heather and 
heath. 

Money for work on the Horner Hill 
turbary comes from Higher Level 
Stewardship (HLS), a government 
green farming scheme that 
encourages farmers and land 
managers to protect and restore some 
of the region’s most iconic 
landscapes. 

Dr David Allen, of Stockland Parish 
Council, said: “This funding will 
build on work to manage the turbary 
at Horner Hill that was started almost 
a decade ago. 

“The council very much looks 
forward to more people exploring this 
wonderful site and enjoying the 
spectacular views over the 
Blackdown Hills from it.” 


A Natural England spokesperson 
explained: “There will be an annual 
payment of £1,576 each year for 10 
years for the HLS land management 
options on the site - woodland 
enhancement, heathland expansion, 
scrub and grassland management. 

“Separately, up to £20,000 has been 
approved as payment over the first 
three to four years for specific capital 
work improvements such as scrub 
clearance and fencing. This will be 
paid as the work is completed. 

“Historically, the Stockland 
Turbaries — of which Horner Hill is 
one — were areas of lowland heath 
and bog where peat turf was dug for 
fuel and gorse was cut for fodder. 

“This form of land management 
kept the areas open but a subsequent 
decline of these traditional uses since 
1945 has led to land becoming 
overtaken by scrub and woodland and 
an associated loss of diverse 
heathland wildlife.” 

It was also explained that, initially, 
the new funding will allow a 
programme of scrub clearance on 
Homer Hill. 

In addition, an archaeological 
survey of the hillside will establish 


the presence of any historic features 
on the site. 

A new circular permissive footpath 
will be created, bird and mammal 
boxes will be provided throughout the 
site and new signage with wildlife 
and historic information will also be 
established. 

Finally, when the site is ready, new 
fencing will enable native Ruby Red 
cattle to graze the heathland once 
again — restoring the hillside to its 
former glory. 

*The Stockland turbaries were 
established by Parliament under the 
Enclosure Act. 

Seven pockets of turbary land 
totalling 66.6 ha are owned and 
managed by Stockland Parish 
Council. 

These are Bucehayes, Quantock and 
Featherlake commons, Shortmoor, 
Huntshayes, Shore Bottom and 
Horner Hill. 

Recently, both Bucehayes and 
Quantock have come into Higher 
Level Stewardship agreements, and 
Shortmoor is proposed. 

Huntshayes is currently under an 
Environmentally Sensitive Areas 
agreement.

Gratitude to the fire 
and rescue service 
for excellent work 


EDITOR — On behalf of all those 
affected by the recent flooding at 
Purzebrook, Musbury Road, I would 
like to express our gratitude to the fire 
and rescue service for their excellent 
work on November 13 and 14th. 

Unfortunately, this is the second 
time in 11 months that we have 
experienced the effects of flooding 
and required their assistance. 

After the heavy rainfall, Purzebrook 
became blocked and within 15 
minutes flooded Musbury Road to a 
depth of 45cm. 

Water poured in to the adjacent 
properties. When the first crew 
arrived the commander quickly 


started pumping operations. The 
second crew from Colyton arrived 
with a mini ejector pump which 
meant our properties could be drained 
of water. 

This crew also attended flooding 
due to the same cause last December 
and because of their experience were 
able to negotiate the structural 
complexities of the listed building. 

Over the next four hours, help to 
clear properties and remove 
obstructions in the underground 
Purzebrook stream, quickly resolved 
the immediate difficulties. 

We could not have received better 
service and their prompt action has 


helped speed up the subsequent clean¬ 
up and drying out process immensely, 
although it will be many weeks before 
the properties can be redecorated and 
carpeted. 

This has not been an easy time, 
particularly for our more senior 
neighbours. 

The standard of care exhibited by 
the fire and rescue officers to those of 
us experiencing the repeat traumas of 
the flooding was exemplary.

PASTOR Darrell Holmes from 
Kilmington Baptist Church 
heads our contributions this 
week and writes: 

If you had a child that wasn’t 
growing, you would suspect it wasn’t 
healthy. The same principle applies 
to churches — healthy ones grow. 
On that basis, Kilmington Baptist 
Church is healthy. Membership now 
stands at over 70, having grown from 
60 over the last 18 months. 

Being a member of a Baptist 
Church normally requires a person to 
have been baptised by immersion as 
a believer, though we do make some 
exceptions. We don’t just “count 
heads in the pews”, our membership 
is made up of those who have made a 
deliberate decision as a Christian to 
be a part of the local congregation. 
On Sunday mornings we attract 
people from all walks of life, and all 
ages. However, we want to continue 
growing and welcome all people of 
any faith, and of none, to come along 
and see why a growing number of 
people want to join our 
congregation. 

This column reported at the 
beginning of November the Church 
of England deliberations regarding 
procedures for the consecration of 
women as bishops including a late 
change after the General Synod 
debate. This led to the invitation 
from the Roman Catholic Church to 
those who had difficulty over the 
plans. It has now been reported that 
the late change in the proposals has 
been withdrawn and so we must 
await further developments. 

Since this matter arose, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Pope 
Benedict XVI have had a meeting in 
Rome which is reported as 


“discussions following the recent 
events affecting relations between 
the Catholic church and the Anglican 
communion”. The Vatican 
subsequently reported the meeting of 
the two religious leaders as 
“cordial.” In an act of symbolism the 
Pope is reported as giving the 
Archbishop the gift of a pectoral 
cross to wear round his neck, as a 
sign of friendship and fraternity. 

Questions about Church of 
England self supporting clergy were 
recently raised in Parliament and 
produced the answer that the most 
recent figures show that there are 
3,198 self-supporting or non¬ 
stipendiary clergy, either full or part- 
time, in parish appointments. In 
addition there are another 1,568 
clergy serving outside the parishes in 
schools, colleges, hospitals and in 
the forces, who are additional to the 
parochial clergy. 

There is news that the Charity 
Commission has produced a new 
guide for the governance of faith- 
based charities including churches, 
to help them establish strong trustee 
bodies and good practice. The guide 
is entitled Faith in Good 
Governance, and brings into one 
document aspects of the legal and 
good practice framework which are 
most likely to be relevant to churches 
and faith groups. 

More resources from a different 
source may be viewed on the Arthur 
Rank Centre (ARC) website which 
contains an outline of worship 
resources relating to Christmas, 
Epiphany and the new year, and on to 
Plough Sunday, lambing and the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity.

WINTER may well now be upon us, and last 
week’s gales have certainly stripped the trees, 
with the exception of some oaks which 
stubbornly cling to their dried-up russet leaves, 
yet the mild, warm autumn has, once again, 
betrayed flowers and foliage into the belief that 
spring is here. 

In my garden several primroses are in full flower, as 
too is a honeysuckle, while wallflowers are displaying 
flowers as too are sprays of blue lobelia. The grass 
needs cutting again and it’s all in stark contrast to the 
holly tree smothered in red berries and the apple tree 
with its burden of mistletoe berries. However, flocks of 
redwings are a reminder that winter is supposed to be 
with us and, no doubt, we shall feel its bite before too 
long. 

I have not yet had a chance to visit Charmouth to see 
what effect the gales and storms have had on the 
Jurassic period fossil-bearing cliffs, but I imagine that 
the last week or two will have provided fossil seekers 
with an ideal opportunity to search, with extreme care, 
the beach and rocks for pyritised ammonites, 
belemnites, crinoids portions and any other remnants 
from the distant past. I am not a fossil fanatic, but I do 
enjoy an occasional stroll along the beach from the 
Charmouth carpark towards Stonebarrow, with my 
eyes firmly fixed on the shingle or the Black Ven Marls 
which form ledges on the shoreline and where one can 
often find fossils at low water. 

Meanwhile, a potential disaster scenario is sitting out 
in Lyme Bay. Ten oil tankers carrying an estimated one 
million gallons of crude oil are anchored in the bay 
simply waiting for oil prices to rise before delivering 
their cargos. Apparently they are earning oil 
speculators in the region of £1 million a day as they 
bide their time in this highly sensitive area close to the 
Jurassic Coast World Heritage Site. The slightest oil 
spill or accident could devastate our coastline, 
destroying animals, plants and livelihoods for years to 
come. A similar situation arose in 2002 on the north 
coast of Spain when an oil tanker broke up, resulting in 
appalling pollution and taking years for marine life and 
the tourist business to recover. 

The shipping companies responsible for these tankers 
are highly irresponsible and should arrange for the 
tankers to be despatched to safe harbours where they 
can unload their cargos. Simon Cripps, Chief 
Executive of the Dorset Wildlife Trust, believes that 
regulations should be set in place to prevent tankers 
causing a potential threat to sensitive areas. 

Are you aware of the BBC Breathing Places 
Campaign? Well, no, neither was I until an 
acquaintance told me that she had picked up a free 
sapling from a local store. It seems that on this coming 
Saturday, December 5th, there is to be a Guinness 
World Record attempt at planting the greatest number 
of trees in one hour, from 1 lam to noon. Already there 
are nearly 27,000 pledges from counties throughout 
this country and specific local stores and garden 
centres are offering a free sapling to participants. 

The idea is that, having acquired your sapling you 
plant it, take a photo and then email the picture to the 
campaign as a record. The trees available are field 
maple, silver birch, hawthorn, wild cherry, rowan and 
mountain ash. I understand that free trees are available 
to participants from Sundial Gardens at Offwell, 
Sidmouth Garden Centre, Chard Garden Centre as well 
as Focus and Homebase centres.

JULIE WHITE, director of well-respected team estate agency, Fortnam Smith & Ban- 
well in Seaton, reflects on a strange year in the property market and looks forward 
to a positive 2010... 


W ELL, things are looking up. 2008 
ended on a low, but at the begin¬ 
ning of 2009 the low interest rates 
coupled with the dip in prices attracted a 
brand new group of investors to the prop¬ 
erty market - those with saving in the 
bank. For many making a minimal amount 
of interest on their cash, property became 
the new long-term savings plan. 

One of the problems the market faced 
this year was the unwillingness of lenders 
to offer the high loan-to-value mortgages 
needed by most first time buyers, but some 
lenders have now started to relax their 
tightened, risk-averse policies and 90% 
and 95% mortgages although not yet com¬ 
monplace again, are once again out there. 

In April/ May, the general market began 
showing good signs of recovery and by 
June, some confidence was back with

YOU don’t really need reminding, 
but the weather early on Sunday 
morning was dreadful, with howling 
winds and bucket loads of rain. 

Most people would certainly bulk at 
the idea of going for an enjoyable 
running race, not so the many AVR’s 
who had a go at the Bicton Blister - a 
10-mile multi-terrain event run most¬ 
ly over a sodden Woodbury 
Common. 

The race director summed up the 
course at his pre-race briefing: “it’s 
very muddy!” The understatement of 
the year. 

Gloopy paths and trails were inter¬ 
spersed with what normally would be 
gentle flowing streams, but were deep 
brown torrents of water, some well 
over a foot deep. Add to the mix a 
variety of hills and exposed quarries 
and you have a superb race. SWRR 
Tom Mearson found the going easy 
enough; he won in a very respectable 
1:01:36. Luke Reed’s run of form 
continued, he was the first AVR 
home, 20th out of 356 in 1:09:55. En 
route Bernard Fry espied the runner 
in front twist his ankle in a concealed 
hole, so to even things up a bit he 
decided to fall over in sympathy. 

This had no profound effect on his 
performance as Bernard ran on to be 
the 2nd over-50 finisher, 56th overall 
in 1:15:31. 

Graham Newton would have been 
very happy with the conditions as his 
is a very accomplished canoeist, 
maybe that gave him an edge as he 
was 2nd over 60 finisher, 91 st overall 
in 1:20:13. Graham was followed by 
AVR’s most enthusiastic racer, 
Eleanor Wood. Once again she did 
the club proud, winning the over-50 


Ladies title, 111th overall in 1:23:06. 
Richard Hale did manage to find the 
concealed hole and twist his ankle, 
but he ignored the pain to finish 2nd 
over 55, 134th overall in 1:25:02. Sue 
Campbell had a very good run, she 
was 4th Lady veteran, 153rd overall 
in 1:27:01, with Mark Hilder hot on 
her tails. He was 155th in 1:27:08. 
Steve Reynolds had a ding dong bat¬ 
tle with Chris Irving, but after a final 
pass on an uphill section Steve pulled 
away to be 161st in 1:27:49, with 
Chris 173rd in 1:29:30. 

Klara Pritasilova didn’t exactly fol¬ 
low the coaching manual for race 
preparation. 

Instead of a pasta meal and early 
night Klara worked at the Grove until 
4am, then kebab loaded. After three 
hours sleep off she went and ran her 
heart out, finishing 179th in 1:29:57, 
looking forward to a good nights kip. 

Dave Mutter was chuffed with his 
effort, 227th in 1:35:17. Gill Day had 
husband John to keep her going and 
in her first long off road adventure 
ran very well to complete in 2:12:48. 
All runners agreed it was a brilliant 
race, especially considering there was 
a last minute change of venue. 

The technical T shirt given as a race 
memento was of superb quality, so 
next year why not come along and 
have a go at either the 10 mile Blister 
or five mile Blister Lite. 

Harry Moore and Steve Atkins ran 
the RNLI five mile around Colyton 
event in 63 mins. This was a road 
walk/run to raise much needed funds 
for the RNLI and Harry’s effort will 
certainly add many pounds to the cof¬ 
fers. Paul Morgan was also spotted en 
route - is he making a running come¬ 
back?

ON yet another day when the average rugby spectator really 
needed to be fitted with guttering, I made my way to Bridport 
to watch them finally beat Swanage & Wareham seconds by 15 
points to five after a game which, although it did not rate all that 
highly as a spectacle, contained one or two interesting aspects. 

Several games fell victim to the weather, with both the 
Honiton second and Colts sides having to cancel because of 
unfit pitches. 

CHOSEN HILL FORMER PUPILS 13pts 
SIDMOUTH 16pts 

THIS was a vital encounter for Sidmouth but, playing with the 
elements in their favour in the first half, they were far from 
impressive, making far too many errors for their own peace of 
mind. 

Their opponents, playing up the slope, took the lead as early 
as the tenth minute. They made their way into the Sidmouth 
twenty two and did cross the line only to be held up. They won 
the ensuing five metre scrum however and executed a dummy 
scissors in midfield that culminated in their fly half running to 
the posts unopposed. He converted his own try and his side held 
their 7-0 lead until the end of the first quarter, at which time 
Channing reduced the deficit by kicking a long range penalty 
goal and the score remained at 7-3 at the halfway stage. 

Chosen Hill would certainly have been the more confident 
side at this juncture. Their pack was going well. They were in 
the lead and they would have the slope in their favour in the 
second period. 

In the event though it was Sidmouth who began to make 
inroads early in the second period. Their error count reduced 
and their eight began, vitally, to establish a bit of an edge. They 
began to ask questions of the home defence too and, after one 
or two of their probes had been dealt with, pressure told and out 
half Channing charged over by the posts after his pack had 
recycled from a ruck close in. He converted his own try and 
Sidmouth led 10-7. 

Old habits then reasserted themselves. They failed to claim 
the restart kick and conceded a penalty while trying to rectify 
the situation. The home place kicker bisected the uprights and 


the scores were tied 10-10. 

Sidmouth responded immediately however and, after a good 
run by Chesterton, now restored to the fold, had set the position, 
the home defence infringed and the boot of Channing restored 
their lead. 

Penalties were being swapped seemingly at regular intervals 
at this stage and the home side again tied the scored via the boot 
after Sidmouth had again infringed at the restart. 

At 13-13 with time running out matters were getting a little 
fraught, but the visitors were in the ascendancy, apart from at 
the restarts. They attacked once again, won another penalty and 
Channing again kicked the vital goal. 

They seemed to be unable to deal with restart drop outs effec¬ 
tively however and this time conceded a scrum on their twenty 
two, giving Chosen Hill the opportunity for attack. They went 
through several phases, eventually winning a penalty, but 
kicked the award to the corner to go for the try. Hannay, who 
had been at the forefront through out, won the ensuing lineout 
against the throw however, and Sidmouth cleared. 

It was not over. Chosen Hill threw everything into a late 
attack, being held up over the line on one occasion, and forcing 
Sidmouth to save on another. The defence coped but the final 
whistle came as a great relief. 

This win, narrow though it was, may well prove vital to 
Sidmouth’s entire season. It takes them clear of the relegation 
zone for the time being and will certainly give confidence. Now 
if they can repeat the process at home against Clevedon on 
Saturday next....

A first requisite for any one who chooses to travel with the 
Honiton first side to their away games is to be of an adventur¬ 
ous and phlegmatic disposition. A sense of humour too would 
not go amiss.

NINE members of Axe Valley Ped¬ 
allers (AVP) have just returned from a 
weeks off-road cycling in the High 
Atlas Mountains of Morocco. 

It was an expedition that proved to 
be far better than any of the members 
could have hoped for. It was a tour 
that gained access to sections of the 
Moroccan mountains not normally 
visited by mountain bikers. 

A route of rugged beauty, of stark 
limestone peaks and high alpine pas¬ 
tures punctuated with quiet stone vil¬ 
lages where life has not changed for 
centuries. A deep cobalt blue sky re¬ 
mained cloudless all week and set off 
the rich colours of the ochre red trails. 
All very different for the Pedallers 
who had left the grey skies behind at 
home. 

After a night in Marrakech a short 
journey transferred the group to the 
foothills of the High Atlas. 

Six days of mountain biking and 
trekking lay ahead with mules carry¬ 
ing the bikes on three ascents that 
would have been impossible to cycle. 

The club had arranged for a support 
team, which included a local guide 
with an intimate knowledge of the 
area which gained invitations along 
the route from villagers to stop, relax 
and take tea. “We all felt very humble 
and very privileged to be made to feel 


so welcome” said James Cope of AVP. 

As the week progressed the dramatic 
nature of the landscape seemed to in¬ 
crease in its statue every day. After 
one three-hour trek to a pass at over 
3,000 metres, the mountain range 
seemed to extend forever, a com¬ 
pelling panorama. 

AVP intends to run the tour again 


next year and it is hoped that some 
may take up the challenge and use it 
as a way of raising funds for charity.
